HOW TO PLANT ROSES 


Have holes dug large enough to give plenty of 
room for the roots of our two-year Roses. Use 
ordinary garden soil to fill in around roots (no 
fertilizer added). Water well, have 2 inches of 
soil over the root crown (called the bud). Then 
bank up 8 inches of soil to keep the stalks damp 
and cool until Rose is started (2 or 3 weeks). 
Cut canes back to 10 inches from ground. For 
winter protection of Hybrid Tea and Dwarf Roses 
follow same method of banking up in late fall, 
and cutting canes back in the spring.

Pruning of Apple Trees 


So that the trees make an even shaped crown, ap- 
ples should be pruned every year or two. Shorten the 
longest limbs. Cut out some of the branches where 
they stand too thick. Cut out the ‘‘water-sprouts.” 
This is done very early in the spring. Trees growing 
extra fast due to favorable soil or weather conditions, 
should have a light summer pruning of the new 
branches. This applies also to Peaches, 
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Seckel Sugar Pears 

: Also called Sugar Pear.

Planting and Care of Shrubs 


All our shrubs are carefully selected for 
nice, large root systems. Have the holes 
dug large enough to give the roots plenty 
of room, without ‘‘cramping’’ or bending. 
The- holes should be deep enough so that 
the roots will stand a little deeper than 
grown in the nursery. Plant the 12 to 18- 
inch sizes about % inch deeper, the 2 to 3 
ft. sizes from 1 to 2 inches deeper than 
grown before. How deep the shrub was in 
the ground before digging in the nursery 
ean be noticed easily on the ground-line 
of the canes. Fill in around the roots with 
good ordinary garden soil.

PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


All climbing vines listed here will give good results in ordinary garden soil, to which 
fertilizer should not be added at planting time. Where the soil is not of the best quality, 
fertilizer (either commercial fertilizer or well-rotted manure) can be applied later on, 
preferably late in the fali, not touching the vines, but in a circle of about one foot 
around each plant. Whatever may be left of the fertilizer the following spring can be 
worked into the soil lightly when the soil around the plants is cultivated in early spring. 
For the large flowering Clematis. the east side of a building or partial shade is best. 
In a sunny location the soil should be mulched with wood-shavings through the summer, 
so as to keep the roots fairly cool.
